FOR FY2018 

On Feb. 28,the Fairfax County Board of Supervisors voted 9-1 to
support the County Executive’s recommendation to advertise the
tax rate for Fiscal Year 2018, at $1.13 per$100 of assessed value;
this is the current FY2017 tax rate which means there will not be a
tax rate increase this year.When the Board adopts a final budget
on May 2, it can set the tax rate lower,but not higher, than what is
advertised.  Supervisor Storck did support a proposed amendment
to advertise a rate of $1.15 to provide the community an
opportunity to have an open dialogue about the budget before it is
definitively determined and he has concerns about staffing our

police stations, school funding to increase teacher pay, and funding county staff.  The proposed amendment
failed by a vote of 7-3.

FairfaxCounty continues to be challenged by the tepid recovery following the GreatRecession and cut backs in
federal contracting – the bread and butter of ourlocal economy. Additionally, state law limits our revenue
sources,resulting in an over reliance on real estate and personal property taxes, whichmake up about 80% of
the revenue we have available to fund schools, publicsafety, libraries, parks and other county services.   

Ifthe Board of Supervisors votes to adopt the advertised tax rate on May 2, theaverage Fairfax County real
estate tax bill would increase by $40.69 annuallydue to a slight average increase in assessments this year.
You can see how yourreal estate tax dollars are currently being spent by using Fairfax County’sonline real
estate taxcalculator. 

Thereare many opportunities for residents to share comments and concerns regardingthe County budget
between now and Budget Markup, which occurs on April25. In addition to budget town meetings
andforumsthroughout the County, three days of budget public hearings will be held at theFairfax County
Government Center on April 4, April 5 and April 6, 2017.Residents can sign up to speak at budget public
hearings here.

Action 4: The Board approved license agreement with George Mason University for the Use of County-owned
property at I-95 landfill (Mount Vernon District). Board approval to license space at the I-95 Landfill to George
Mason University (GMU) to permit the installation, operation, and maintenance of at least four apiaries (GMU
apiaries).

The Honeybee Initiative Pollinator Program (HIPP) is a project to install hives of honeybees (Apis mellifera)
and pollinator habitat at the I-95 landfill property located at 9850 Lorton Road. The project consists of partnering
with GMU’s Honey Bee Initiative to provide bees to pollinate plants for propagation to increase the quantity of
desirable wildflower plants at the landfill, which will reduce costs associated with mowing. The presence of the
GMU apiaries and associated improved vegetation will be an educational resource for County staff and
residents. The GMU apiaries support the County’s 20-year Environmental Vision by playing a role in plant
and animal species diversity.

Action 7: The Board adopted Guidelines for the Economic Opportunity Reserve and Economic Development
Support Fund. 

Action 8: Board clarifications for Action Item 17, Establishment of a Police Civilian Review Panel, Approved
by the Board of Supervisors on December 6, 2016.

The Board of Supervisors hasappointed nine Fairfax residents to serve on the FairfaxCounty Civilian Review
Panel. This panel will serve as a way for residentsto have their complaints concerning allegations of abuse of
authority ormisconduct by a Fairfax County police officer reviewed by acivilian panel with a variety of
community backgrounds and experiences.The Civilian Review Panel represents asignificant step forward as
the County pursues a reengineering of its policedepartment. The Civilian Review Panel consists of nine
members, and a fulllist of these nine members can be found online.

PUBLIC HEARINGS

The Board held a public hearing and approvednew zoning rules expanding the areas where craft
beverage producers may do business,The motion passed unanimously.
